Th** C. > train niaintained its well ci- 
tubiistied reputation for being behind 
I time and it was sulticiently late to make 
us lose the connection for ^Washington,

ian." We were some 24 hours on tin* 
road from Cincinnati, hut hail wo made 
connection at the latter place, would 
have made ttie trip in less than 20. 

The route frjm Cincinnati to Ashland 
was new country to me and revealed

knew but little. It isn’t a Blue-grass 
route, hy a long shot, but on the contra- 
ry, runs through a rather poor portion 
of the Stute.
